Coach Drawn by Eight Cream Col­ 


ored Horses— Speech W as Colorless. 


London, Fell 
7.—King George and 
Queen Mary, for the first time In their 
reign, proceeded in state from Buck­ 
ingham Palace to W estm inster, where 
his m ajesty read the speech formally 
opening parliam ent, from the throne 
In Hie house of lords During the cere­ 
mony the queen was seated at the 
side of the king 
The k in g s speech was brief and 
colorless 
it opened with a filial ref­ 
erence to the death ut King Edward. 
T he only reference to foreign affairs 
were a m ention of the fai t that nego­ 
tiations had been opened with la pan 
tor a new com m ercial ’rea'y, and in 
allusion to the trictlon In Perms over 
the disturbance of british trade routes 
A casuel expression of interest in the 
approaching imperial conference was 
made 
Only two proposed legislative m eas­ 
ures 
were 
m entioned 
specifically. 
"Proposals," said the king, "will be 
subm itted w ithout delay for settling 
the relations between the two houses 
of parliament with the object of se­ 
curing an effective working constitu­

Legislation would also be had, his 
m ajesty said, to provide

against sickness and unemployment. 
In making the dec laration of faith,

Should the water be softer a half 
level tablespoonful of lye may be tried 
on the same amount of water, lf after 
the lime precipitate inis thoroughly 
settled ail application of soap to a lit­ 
tle of the rleansod water imparts a 
milk) tailor, this is et I donee that not 
quite enough 
lye bas Ween added. 
When the amount of lye required for 
cleansing a given amount of water has 
been determined, future testing of the 
water wilt not be necessary, as the 
water will usually continue quite uni­ 
form in the amount of lime it contains., 
Tile wmet will cleanse the more rap­ 
idly if it Is warmed slightly.
